A RAPIST who attacked a woman 
in Mote Park has been sent to jail 
for nine years by a judge at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

Traveller James McDonagh and two other 
men pounced on their victim, a gay 31-year- 
old alcoholic, as she slept under a tree in 
June last year. 

The 40-year-old raped her while his accom¬ 
plices held her down. 

McDonagh has consistently denied carrying 
out the horrific attack, saying he was at home 
with his wife in Walthamstow, East London, at 
the time. 

But he was trapped when his DNA matched 
a sample on the victim’s underwear. 

The jury returned a unanimous guilty ver¬ 
dict against McDonagh. 

Judge Martin Joy, presiding, said 
McDonagh’s evidence was “palpably untrue”. 

He said: “The jury convicted this man on 
compelling and overwhelming evidence. 

“A young woman was asleep in the park and 
two men held her down while you subjected her 
to rape. She was a vulnerable person who awoke 
to find herself being attacked by three men. 

“The nature of the random attack by these 
men is a disturbing factor in this case. She suf¬ 
fered horrendous pain as a result. In passing 
sentence the law requires me to protect the 
public from serious harm.” 

McDonagh has refused to name the two 
other men who were with him that night but 
police have vowed to catch them. 

Maidstone Area Commander Chief Supt 
Matthew Nix said: “It was a vicious, cowardly

'Fresh look' at 
maternity plan 
not enough for 
campaigners 


A FRESH look at plans to 
downgrade Maidstone’s 
maternity unit has been 
ordered by new health sec¬ 
retary Andrew Lansley. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust has clashed with cam¬ 
paigners over its proposal to move 
its consultant-led maternity unit to 
the new Pembury hospital. 

Maidstone and Weald MP Helen 
Grant and the Maidstone Action for 
Services in Hospital (Mash) pres¬ 
sure group have both voiced objec¬ 
tions to the plan. 

They had hoped Conservative 
health chief Mr Lansley would rule 
out the Pembury move. 

But he instead ordered fresh con¬ 
sultations between the health trust 
and local GPs, councils, maternity 
workers and patients - although he 
has accepted changes would have to 
be made. They are to report to him 
in two months. 

Mrs Grant said: “I’m very disap¬ 
pointed the dreadful plans for 
Maidstone’s maternity services 
have yet to be stopped in their 
tracks. It simply cannot be right 
that the county town, with its large 
and growing population, is to have 
no consultant-led maternity servic¬ 
es. Removing the choice for many 
Maidstone mums to have their 
babies near home just to fill newly 
created beds 45 minutes away is 
abjectly wrong and dangerous.” 

The MP says she will continue to 
follow the Trust’s proposals closely.. 

She said: “I find it hard to see how 
the case for downgrading can be 
sustained. I’ll be watching like a 
hawk as we battle on.” 

Mash chairman Dennis Fowle 
claimed health officials were “pan¬ 
dering” to a lobby based in 
Tunbridge Wells. He also said 
deprived areas of Maidstone would

get a raw deal as transport links to 
Pembury were inadequate. 

“The changes must not be made to 
satisfy a Tunbridge Wells demand 
for an all-singing, all-dancing 
women’s and children’s department 
in a highly expensive PFI hospital 
at Pembury,” he said. “For far too 
long Tunbridge Wells’ parochial 
wishes have been dominant. 

“Both Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells should continue to have core 
services in their own hospitals, espe¬ 
cially emergencies, and the 
Pembury business plan must be 
amended. Mash will be meeting to 
discuss its next step with the BMA. 
We will never accept this - the bat¬ 
tle goes on.” 

A Trust spokesman welcomed the 
review panel’s findings. He said: 4< We 
will be working closely with our 
partners and stakeholders to 
address remaining public concerns 
as we implement the changes.” 


Horse box pensioner 
awaits punishment 

A PENSIONER has been found 
guilty of handling stolen goods. 

James William Wenham, of 
Headcom Road, Ulcombe, was arrest¬ 
ed after a stolen horse box, valued at 
£20,000, was found in his yard. 

The 68-year-old protested his inno¬ 
cence, but was found guilty at 
Maidstone Crown Court on 
Wednesday, last week. He will be sen¬ 
tenced on July 23. 

The court heard how officers exe¬ 
cuted a search warrant at Wenham’s 
home in October, 2008. 

They found an M-registration blue 
Ford Iveco horse box in his yard. 

Checks revealed it matched a silver 
L-registration Iveco stolen from 
Lynsted, Sittingboume, in April that 
year. 

The number plate on the blue horse 
box belonged to an old scaffolding 
lorry, which had been sold in 
September, 2008. 

Examination revealed the chassis 
number had been ground off. 

Police found paperwork relating to 
the stolen silver horse box inside the 
blue vehicle on Wenham’s drive. The 
owner of the stolen silver horse box 
confirmed it was her vehicle. 

Wenham said he purchased the 
blue horse box from a man he hadn’t 
met before and whose details he did¬ 
n’t have, who offered the vehicle “as 
stolen but recovered” as he passed 
his yard. 


Mobility scooter plea 



THIS mobility scooter has been 
wheeled off to police HQ after being 
found in Maidstone town centre. 

The vehicle was left outside a 
Tonbridge Road property on 
Thursday, June 17. PC Helen 
Bateman, who found the scooter, 
said: “It appears to have run out of 
battery, so may have been left by the 
owner who couldn’t make it home. 

“It’s in good condition, has dark red 
paintwork with a light grey seat. 

“If anyone is missing the vehicle or 
has an elderly relation to whom they 
think it belongs, contact police on 
01622 604361.” 

The scooter will be sold at auction if 
the owner cannot be traced and the 
proceeds given to charity. 


Anthony's eloquence plane to see 


A SCHOOLBOY’S impassioned plea 
to save a landmark tree in the town 
centre was ignored - but ironically it 
could be saved from the axe by 
Government spending cuts. 

Last week, 15-year-old Anthony 
Hill handed Maidstone’s planning 
committee a 600-signature petition 
pleading to save the London plane 
tree outside Maidstone town hall. 

The St Simon Stock pupil was 
unable to prevent the committee 
from rubber stamping a £4.5 million 
redevelopment plan for the area 
around the High Street and Middle 
Row. 

He said: “These plans were passed 
even though the loss of the plane tree 


concerned the people of Maidstone. 

“It is a focal point for the communi¬ 
ty and a place where my friends and 
I like to meet. I was determined to try 
to save this tree because it is so well 
loved. 

“All is not lost as the council must 
ensure adequate funding before the 
project starts. 

“The council requires £4.5 million 
for the whole project and can only 
meet a third of those costs. This 
leaves £3m to find - which is the 
same amount the council needs to 
cut each year for the next three 
years.” 

Anthony spoke for three minutes 
against the scheme. 


Town centre manager Bill Moss 
was impressed by Anthony’s elo¬ 
quence. 

He said: “He spoke very powerfully. 
It must have been daunting for the 
young lad in front of those people. He 
carried it off very well. 

“Sadly for him the committee didn’t 
follow his argument and voted that 
the tree should go.” 

Engineers claim the tree’s roots are 
undermining the foundations of the 
town hall and the pavement outside. 

Under the plan the cannon in the 
High Street and the Victoria 
Monument would be moved, roads 
and bus stops repositioned and more 
trees added.

She wrote: “Awesome Festival! The guy 
below talking about it as an “exercise in 
endurance” clearly has a low tolerance. I’d like 
to see him try to struggle with Glastonbury or 
in fact any of the other festivals in the UK or 
Europe. Totally well put together from start to 
finish, from transport to bars and best of all an 
amazing line-up.”

attack on a vulnerable woman. It 
was very unfortunate she had to 
relive the attack in front of a jury. 

“My officers have done a fantastic 
job because this man is no longer 
on the street but we need to know 
who the other two men are. 

“Somebody out there knows who 
they are and we need them to come 
forward. If there are other victims 
who may have been assaulted by this 
man, we need to talk to them too.” 

Veronica Reeve, defending, said 
the father of eight planned to 
appeal against his conviction. She 
said he had consistently denied 
being in Mote Park and that no 
threats or weapons had been used 
and the attack was not sustained. 

A statement issued on behalf of 
the family said: “This assault upon 
our daughter has left us, both as 
individuals and, as a family, totally 
devastated. 

“Her decision to give evidence at 
has to be applauded, despite the 
trauma experienced during the 
assault. She has had to relive in 
graphic detail, the events that took 
place in front of total strangers. 

‘We’ve found total support from the 
police and witness support groups 
without whose understanding our 
situation would have seemed even 
more tragic and traumatic. 

‘We must start again to rebuild 
our lives and carry on trying to put 
this dreadful period behind us.” 


A TEENAGER who was badly 
injured after falling off her pony has 
vowed to raise money for the Kent 
Air Ambulance in order to show her 
gratitude to the flying doctors who 
went to her aid. 

Lettie Head, 16, from Langley, was 
rescued after being thrown from her 
Irish Cob, Patsy, on a Thumham bri¬ 
dleway in May. 

The stricken schoolgirl - believed 
to have suffered a fractured pelvis - 
was airlifted to Maidstone Hospital 
within minutes of the accident.

“The Air Ambulance is a charity at 
the end of the day and I want to give 
something back because they helped 
me,” she said.

A CONVICTED shoplifter has 
been ordered to pay back more 
than £34,000 of ill-gotten gains. 

May Jones, 64, of Mailing Road, Snodland, 
was told to hand over the cash within six 
months or face a 12-month jail sentence. 

The confiscation hearing took place at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Friday, June 25. 

The court heard how Jones was given a 23- 
month suspended prison sentence in May 
last year after being found guilty of possess¬ 
ing stolen clothing, jewellery, toys, shoes and 
other goods from a number of well-known 
high street stores. 

Prolific 

Jones was arrested after officers raided her 
home and found more than 900 items of low 
value clothing and goods, most still in their 
original packaging, which appeared to be the 
result of shoplifting. 

The prolific shoplifter was also convicted of 
possessing criminal property in February 


2008 and convicted of carrying out two minor 
shoplifting offences in Aylesford and 
Gillingham in 2007. 

These offences enabled Kent Police finan¬ 
cial investigators to pursue Jones for crimi¬ 
nal lifestyle assets. 

Financial investigators from Kent Police’s 
Serious Economic Crime Unit (SECU) were 
able to seek a confiscation order for £34,921 
under the Proceeds of Crime Act which allows 
the recoveiy of cash and assets obtained by 
criminal activity. 

Detective Inspector Mark Fairhurst from 
Kent Police’s Serious Economic Crime Unit 
said: “Jones was a prolific shoplifter who 
caused the shops she stole from to suffer large 
financial losses which were unacceptable. 

“Kent Police will work to ensure that those 
making a living from crime will be forced to 
pay back money obtained through illegal 
means.”

Widdy tight-lipped over Vatican job 


FORMER Maidstone MP Ann 
Widdecombe has refused to make 
any comment on speculation she 
could become a British ambassador 
at the Vatican in Rome. 

Ms Widdecombe famously 
turned her back on the Church of 
England to become a Catholic 
amid the controversy over women 
priests. 

The former Home Office minis¬ 
ter stood down as Maidstone’s 
Conservative MP at the General 
Election, and has been at the cen¬ 
tre of speculation ever since. 

The current holder of the presti¬ 
gious position, Francis Campbell, 
will leave the job following Pope 
Benedict XVTs first official visit to 
Britain this autumn. 

When asked about the possibili¬ 
ty of her taking the ambassador¬ 
ship, she said: “There is nothing 
and there won’t be for months, so 
you can all go back to sleep.”

The Vatican must also approve 
the next ambassador and said no 
announcement will be made until 
later in the summer.

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Garden of future's harvest of ideas

STUDENTS at Hadlow 
College are looking to the 
future with their entry for 
the RHS Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show. 

Designed and constructed by for¬ 
mer and current students, Food 4 
Thought is an innovative courtyard 
garden that takes food direct to the 
table. Visitors to the show, from 
Tuesday, July 6, to Sunday July 11, 
will get a glimpse of how the Garden 
of England might evolve. 

The garden was designed by 
Hadlow College graduate Mandy 
Buckland, who now runs the award¬ 
winning garden and landscape 
design company, Greencube. 

Change 

“The brief was to include apples, 
but we took it a step further and 
looked to climate change,” she said. 
“What will we be growing in years to 
come? Will it be lemons? Farmers are 
adapting for change already.” 

Along with traditional Kentish 
crops such as apples and strawber¬ 
ries, the contemporary garden 
includes produce more commonly 
associated with the Mediterranean 
climate, such as lemons and peaches. 

“There is water running down the 
walls and it symbolises the capture 
of water,” said Ms Buckland. “It high¬ 
lights the fact that water is a com-

modity and it should be captured.” 

Lecturer and garden manager 
Brian Hawtin is also a Hadlow grad¬ 
uate and he explained more about 
the garden’s vision. 

He said: “The garden shows what 
we have grown in the past in Kent, 
what we grow now and what we 
might grow in the future.” 

One striking feature is a can¬ 
tilevered table protruding from the 
wall, with ribbons of strawberries 
flowing down into the table itself. 

‘We are talking about field to fork 
meals,” Mr Hawtin said. “You could 
be sitting eating your meal and when 
it comes to dessert time, there are 
the strawberries. This is all Kent pro¬ 
duce so it can be grown in your gar¬ 
den.” 

All the plants have been grown at 
the college and the initial construc¬ 
tion has been carried out by Mr 
Hawtin, along with seven students in 


year two of the Garden Design 
course - Neil Brookson, James Craig, 
Adele Ford, Alick Nee, Susan Palmer, 
Susan Willmott and Claudia Vergari. 

To create the garden’s flooring, the 
students cut quartz paddlestones 
which fit into moveable trays, creat¬ 
ing a portable structure which can 
be fitted together at Hampton Court 
Palace. The garden also features 
innovative ‘food walls’ planted with 
chillies, peppers and herbs, to make 
efficient use of a small space. 

Speaking in May, when the build 
was in full swing, Mr Hawtin said: 
“What we are doing is assembling all 
the bits and pieces and adding 
things, to get as much built here as 
possible before going to Hampton 
Court Palace.

“We want the garden to be in a per¬ 
fect state when the judges look at it. 
We need to get it all planted and 
plants can turn to the sun. That’s the 
sort of detail the judges are looking 
for.” 

Exhibitors are given two weeks to 
put the garden together at the show 
site, so the team should be putting 
the finishing touches to Food 4 
Thought this weekend. 

But once the show is over, Food 4 
Thought will not be thrown on the 
compost heap. The garden will 
return to the college as something for 
students to work on. 

“Next year’s project will be to 
redesign this garden,” Mr Hawtin 
said.

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Justa's giant step forward 
for animal park newcomer 


A NEWBORN elephant at Howletts wild ani¬ 
mal park, near Canterbury, was lucky to sur¬ 
vive after its mother started to turn on it. 

Justa was becoming aggressive towards her 
first-born, leading to fears the calf would not 
survive. 

Human intervention is rarely successful 
because the calf needs antibodies from its 
mother’s milk to fight infections. 

And it is even rarer for elephants to take 
back their young after being removed by 
humans. 

But the keepers never gave up hope and 
after six weeks of coaxing not only has Justa 
accepted her calf - but so has the rest of the 
15-strong herd. 

Keepers say Justa is normally docile, which 


meant staff could hand-feed the calf without 
separating mum and daughter. 

The as yet unnamed calf was given a special 
milk formula by the team, who worked a rota 
that included 15-hour night shifts. 

Over the first week, Justa gradually began 
to tolerate her calf, then responded to her and 
showed signs of maternal behaviour. Two 
weeks later the calf was beginning to feed 
from her mother. 

Now at seven weeks the baby is enjoying life 
with the rest of the Howletts herd and delight¬ 
ed keepers at the Bekesboume park have 
announced her arrival to the world. 

The news comes as the park reflects on the 
10th anniversary of the death of its founder, 
John Aspinall. 



Academies revolution on cards 


MASSIVE upheaval in Kent’s edu¬ 
cation system is on the cards after 
nearly 40 per cent of secondary 
schools expressed an interest in 
becoming academies. 

Of the 157 secondaries in the county - 
including those run by the county council as 
well as Medway, Bromley and Bexley - more 
than 60 are considering breaking away from 
local authority control so they can manage 
their own budgets, curriculum and staffing 
levels. 

Registered 

Primary schools are also being invited to 
become academies, and 53 of the 681 in Kent 
- or about eight per cent - have registered 
their interest with the Department for 
Education (DfE). The coalition Government 
had given headteachers until June 30 to put 
their names down, despite widespread con¬ 
cern the academies programme will leave 
those schools remaining under the remit of 
councils with less funding and a reduced abil¬ 
ity to attract the best teachers. 

Kent could see the first of the new breed of 
academies as early as September. Gravesham- 
based independent education adviser Peter 
Read is one of many who oppose the scheme. 
He said: “Most schools are looking at the short¬ 
term gain and the money for themselves with-

out regard to the overall effect on schools in 
the county. The money has to come from some¬ 
where and it can only come from other educa¬ 
tional establishments who will be all the poor¬ 
er for it. The best schools will also be able to 
offer higher salaries and will take the best 
teachers away from the schools that need 
them most. 

“To do this without consultation and without 
the full facts is a disgrace, and I think the 
whole concept is divisive. And what happens if 
there’s a Labour government next time? The 
rules will change again and the whole thing 
will end in tears.” 

Lord Hill, parliamentary undersecretary of 
state for schools, said: “Every school express¬ 
ing an interest will have a named contact in 
the Department, who can answer their ques¬ 
tions and guide them through the process. At 
the same time, we expect schools to keep their 
governors, staff and parents updated on 
progress. 

“This is a genuinely permissive policy, there 
is no pressure for any school to convert by 
September, and they can do so at any time, 
when they feel they are ready. We want schools 
to decide what’s best for them, not politicians 
or bureaucrats.” 

The DfE has published a list of 1,567 schools 
nationwide that have registered an interest in 

PREGNANT women and the elderly will be 
among those given NHS cash to spend on their 
own healthcare. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent is one of 
eight primary care trusts in England chosen to 
pilot the ‘personal health budget’ scheme, 
which will see patients using a preloaded card 
to pay for the services they need. 

Those signed up to the initiative will be 
handed budgeted care plans allowing them to 
buy treatments such as physiotherapy, or 
health aids such as specialised beds. 

The pilot will run for three years and involve 
75 patients from across Thanet, including the 
terminally ill, people with learning disabilities 
and mental health problems, and carers. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent acting chief 
executive David Meikle said: “Personal health 
budgets will help people feel in control of their 
care and able to make decisions about their 
treatment. This study and the support we are 
receiving from Kent County Council will 
enable us to explore new and innovative ways 
of giving greater patient choice, more person¬ 
alised healthcare and improved health and 
well-being, all based on principles contained in 
the NHS constitution.” 

About 70 primary care trusts - including 
NHS Medway - are already involved in the 
personal health budget trial. 


becoming academies. The list includes 52 Kent 
schools rated as ‘outstanding’ by Ofsted - the 
most in the country - as well as 66 that are 
not. Hartsdown Technology College in 
Margate is one of the “not outstanding” schools 
featured, but principal Andrew Somers said 
expressing an interest was not a declaration of 
intent. 

‘We’re just looking at what’s on offer really,” 
he said. “There’s not enough detail yet for us to 
decide whether we’re going to do it or not. 

“The number of schools in Kent that end up 
as academies could end up significantly less 
than the number that has registered an inter¬ 
est because we don’t know whether it will be 
worth it or not in the long term. 

Challenge 

“One of the downsides of becoming an acad¬ 
emy is that you end up on your own and have 
to access all the support and pay for it your¬ 
self. But we’re a National Challenge school 
and need all the help we can get. 

“We’ve built up a really good relationship 
with Kent County Council and would have to 
think very carefully before jumping ship.” 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter has urged 
headteachers to exercise “extreme caution” 
before agreeing to become academies because 
not enough information on the scheme had 
been released. 

His sentiments were echoed by the National 
Grammar Schools Association, which warned 


However, the pilot announced on Monday by 
new care services minister Paul Burstow is 
different because the cash goes directly to the 
patient instead of being held by the trusts or a 
third party. The other trusts signed up are in 
Doncaster, Central London, Islington, 
Merseyside, Oxford, Somerset and West 
Sussex. 

Evaluated 

Mr Burstow said: “There is strong evidence 
from the social care sector that direct pay¬ 
ments help achieve better outcomes and give 
people more choice and control over the care 
they receive. 

“They will not work for everyone or for all 
patient groups or services, but we want to 
identify whether, for whom, and how they 
could offer an opportunity to help achieve the 
best health and well-being outcomes. 


that under current proposals governors would 
not need to hold a parental ballot before turn¬ 
ing their schools into comprehensives in the 
future. 

Kent is already home to some 15 academies, 
all of which were developed to transform the 
fortunes of one or more schools that had been 
suffering from “extremely challenging circum¬ 
stances”. 

However, the new academies will be differ¬ 
ent because even the best-performing schools 
in the county have been invited to sign up. 

And while the existing academies are fund¬ 
ed by a mix of public and corporate sponsor¬ 
ship, it is not yet clear where the money for the 
new breed will come from. 

Paul Mortimer, principal of the Isle of 
Sheppey Academy which opened last 
September, warned that such a transforma¬ 
tion will not be to every headteacher’s tastes. 

He said: “Academies are supposed to be inno¬ 
vative, so you can’t apply to be one and then 
expect to be told what to do. 

“Being the principal of an academy gives you 
a lot of freedom to make decisions in a differ¬ 
ent manner, but you have to be a strong 
enough person to live with them and to lead 
such an establishment. 

“I’m sure a lot of the heads will be strong 
enough, but it won’t be for everyone.”

“That is why we are developing this pilot 
programme. It will stop healthcare from slip¬ 
ping back to the days of one-dimensional, like- 
it-or-lump-it services.” 

The study is being evaluated nationally by 
three research teams, including one from the 
University of Kent’s personal social services 
research unit. Patients who sign up to the pilot 
will access services using the Kent Card, 
which social care recipients use to spend the 
money given to them by KCC. 

The card is partially blocked to prevent cash 
withdrawals, and can only be used for certain 
types of care. 

KCC adult social services director Oliver 
Mills said: “More than 900 people now use the 
Kent Card to buy their own care and support. 

“Extending this unique innovation to health¬ 
care will create a great opportunity to person¬ 
alise healthcare.”

Gypsy leader's 
fury over call 
for dampdown 


A GYPSY leader has reacted 
angrily to town hall leaders’ calls 
for a government clampdown on 
unlawful developments. 

Last week a letter signed by all 13 of Kent’s 
district and borough heads, including Kent 
County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter, was 
sent to the Government, calling for tougher 
penalties for people who build without plan¬ 
ning permission. 

The document makes a particular point 
about caravans and mobile homes, stating 
that current policy “weighs against what is 
acceptable and explainable” to the public. 

However, Joe Jones - director of the 
Canterbury Gypsy Support Group and vice 
chairman of the international Gypsy Council 
- says local authorities are to blame for not 
providing adequate land to settle on. 

Framework 

“At the end of the day we need provision,” 
he said. “And if we’re not going to get it from 
them then we’re going to get it ourselves. 

“All we want is somewhere we can call 
home. Okay, we can’t stop everywhere, but 
asking for more laws is ridiculous. 

“There’s no point dogmatising and vilifying 
us for their failures. It’s getting to the point 
where it’s time for us to protest against the 
councils because we can’t keep taking this on 
the chin. 

“We’re sick of being pushed from pillar to 
post. We’re not animals, we’re human beings.” 

Later this year the Government will pub¬ 
lish its first national planning framework, 
which KCC leaders hope will tackle the issue 
of developments being built without plan-

ning permission. They are calling for the 
Con-Lib coalition to introduce a new offence 
that would result in deliberate offenders 
being forced to take down unlawful build¬ 
ings, or fined according to the seriousness of 
the case. 

Tonbridge and Mailing leader Cllr Mark 
Worrall said: “Unlawful development can 
scar the countryside and is the bane of many 
villagers’ lives. 

“This simple piece of legislation would send 
a clear message that there is ‘zero tolerance’ 
for buildings put up without permission, 
and would give councils clearer and less 
encumbered powers to enforce the wishes of 
local people. 

“Such a move would be particularly helpful 
in dealing with unauthorised caravans and 
mobile homes.” 

The letter signed by the council leaders 
was addressed to Tunbridge Wells MP Greg 
Clark, who is also the new minister for plan¬ 
ning policy at Communities and Local 
Government. 

Mr Clark said: “The public want to see fair 
play - everyone being treated equally and 
even-handedly in the planning process. 

“The new Government will tackle the real 
concerns about the current rules and guid¬ 
ance for planning decisions in relation to 
travellers’ sites. 

“We are working on proposals to strength¬ 
en the powers councils have to enforce 
against breaches of planning control and to 
tackle the abuse of retrospective planning 
permission.” 


Now Play Away Floella becomes baroness 


CHILDREN'S TV presen¬ 
ter Floella Benjamin has 
taken her seat in the House 
of Lords as a Lib Dem peer. 

Her official title is 
Baroness Benjamin of 
Beckenham in Kent but 
she will be known as 
Baroness or Lady 
Benjamin. 

The 60-year-old TV 
favourite, best known for 


shows like Play Away, 
promised to spend “much 
energy on the well being of 
children and young people”. 

She has starred in the 
Doctor Who spin-off series 
The Sarah Jane 
Adventures, works with 
Action for Children and 
Bamardo's and is a cultur¬ 
al ambassador for the 2012 
Summer Olympic Games. 



Pylon plans 'will scar landscape' 


WINDFARMS and new sources of electricity 
in remote areas are generally viewed as good 
news for the environment, but they need 
cables to connect them to the National Grid. 

And this week conservationists have greeted 
with dismay the news that a new chain of elec¬ 
tricity pylons look set to blight Kent. 

The National Grid wants to increase the 
network across the UK because there is a 
shortage of options to deliver power, but pres¬ 
sure group Protect Kent said there is an 
urgent need to move to electric cars, and to 
develop regional ‘smart’ electricity grids that 
can cope with renewable energy generation. 

It said that from Romney Marsh to the 
North Downs near Gravesend, ranks of pylons 
are an industrial scar on Kent’s landscape. 

Protect Kent chairman, Richard Knox- 
Johnston said: “Given the choice most people 
would prefer underground cables.” 


National Grid says pylons cost £1.6m a mile, 
whereas underground cabling costs £20m, and 
that needs to be added to customers’ bills. 

However, Protect Kent said schemes for 
underground lines in Europe have shown that 
not only is the investment less, but that some 
of this outlay can be recouped as underground 
cables are more reliable. 

The RSPB in Kent is also concerned. It said: 
“The most likely conservation issue for birds is 
impact if they are placed in a busy route for 
them. The construction of pylons would be 
subject to the usual planning process and any 
nature conservation impacts would be consid¬ 
ered as part of that.” 

National Grid said this is the biggest expan¬ 
sion of electrical infrastructure in half a centu¬ 
ry and is needed to meet a surge in demand 
and to link up with wind farms and nuclear 
stations.

It’s too hot, too humid and too dis¬ 
tracting; constantly filling my mind with 
thoughts of shorts, sandals, seaside, beer, 
beer gardens and barbeques and other 
non-work, outdoor daydreams. 

All of which makes my arduous daily task of 
making phone calls, sifting through emails, writing 
news stories and managing reporters somewhat of an 
arduous task.

Witness the great 
rail fare robbery 

Kent Green Party notes that the 
Secretary of State for Transport, 
Philip Hammond, is proposing to 
remove the current system which 
links rail fares to inflation. 

We already have the highest rail 
fares in the world here in the UK. 
Proposed rail fare increases of six 
per cent for January 2011 could be 
increased to 10 per cent or more if 
the Government removes controls 
on rail fares. 

We have previously seen how sub¬ 
stantial fares for new High Speed 
rail services have resulted in low 
take up by rail travellers in Kent. If 
commuters despair of the ticket 
prices and take to the roads, then 
the traffic congestion, noise and air 
pollution in many Kent communi¬ 
ties will obviously get worse. 

We need an integrated approach 
to transport. 

Rail fares should be cut, to 
increase passenger numbers and to 
help keep congestion and pollution 
down. Suggestions of delays to the 
delivery of new carriages should be 
abandoned. 

Supporting increased rail use is a 
clear priority if the Government 
means what it says about reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions. The 
Railways are not a sensible area for 
cuts. 

Additional taxation is possible on 
cigarettes, alcohol and the highest 
incomes as examples and should 
have been achieved in the recent 
budget. 

There is always an alternative to 
misdirected cuts in public spending 
and justifiable increased spending 
on the railway system is a clear 
example.

After years of entertaining family and 
friends with witty anecdotes from his life and 
career, Larry Brooks decided to write down all 
his best stories in aid of a good cause. 

With his self-published life story, Happy 
as Larry, he hopes to help other people 
achieve contentedness and will donate the 
profits to Demelza House children’s hospice 
in Sittingbourne. 

“Friends say that I’m a good storyteller, 
whether it is tales from childhood, school or 
university,” Brooks, 63, said.

“I try to entertain people with true life stories 
and they say, 'that’s funny, you should write it 
down’. I also wanted to put a marker down for 
my grandchildren; I wanted to say, 'this is what 
I am about and what we are about’.” 

As well as exploring his own life and experi¬ 
ences, the retired IT worker from Rainham 
also charts the social and cultural events

which have unfolded throughout his lifetime. 

“It’s a love story, as I’ve been married to Ruth 
for 42 years, but it’s also very much a social 
history,” he said. “I was in computing for more 
than 40 years and I’ve seen a lot of things from 
the beginning. 

“There are chapters with music, sport, 
famous people I’ve met and the best advice 
I’ve ever had, mostly from my father. There are 
chapters on all sorts of things and what has 
gone on around me.” 

Although Brooks and his family have faced 
challenges like anyone else - such as family 
bereavements and the loss of someone close to 
them in the 7/7 London bombings - Brooks 
describes himself as “99 per cent happy” and 
hopes his book might help other people to dis¬ 
cover the secret of happiness. 

“That’s what you ask everybody and it’s 
what everyone wants, for themselves and their 
children,” he said. “I think it’s about looking for 
a way forward. However bad things might be, 
it’s about thinking ‘this has happened, but 


what should I do now?’ I think it’s also about 
meeting the right person, loving your job and 
being constructive.” 

Brooks already donates to Demelza House 
but decided to do more to help by donating the 
profits from his book to the children’s charity. 

“It’s a very sad business that children 
there have terminal illnesses. My first mem¬ 
ory is from when I was four and going into 


hospital with my tonsils. The boy in the bed 
next to me was yellow and bald and I could 
tell there was something seriously wrong 
with him. In later years, I learned about can¬ 
cer. It’s a good cause and, being local, I can 
see the good it’s doing.”

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Frank Capra meets Walt Disney 
to inspire Shrek's final chapter

THE fourth and final instalment of 
the computer-animated series puts 
a fairy-tale spin on It’s A 
Wonderful Life, but Shrek Forever 
After lacks the heartfelt emotion of 
Frank Capra’s 1946 classic. 

The adventures of the jolly green ogre have 
been on a steady decline since the wildly imag¬ 
inative 2001 original film, so it is to director 
Mike Mitchell’s credit that this picture is 
arguably the best of the sequels. 

Still, his film relies heavily on the love we 
have invested in the characters and their 
fates, and revisits many familiar faces from 
earlier chapters, including Pinocchio, 

Gingerbread Man and the Three Little Pigs. 

Moreover, Mitchell steals shamelessly from 
Disney’s Beauty And The Beast for his finale. 

If you are going to borrow, it may as well be 
from the best. 

Shrek (voiced by Mike Myers) is suffering 
mid-life angst with mewling kids and his 
beautiful and pungent wife, Fiona (Cameron 
Diaz). Villagers are no longer scared of him 
and the ogre begins to wonder if life holds any 
more surprises. 

“Shrek, you have three beautiful children, a 
wife who loves you, friends who adore you. 

Why is it that you’re the only person who can’t 
see that?” implores Fiona sadly. 

In his hour of desperation, Shrek meets the 
conniving Rumpelstiltskin (Walt Dohm), who 
offers a tantalising deal: he will gift Shrek one 
whole day as a scary ogre, just like before, if 
the father agrees to sign away one day of his 
childhood. 

Shrek agrees to the Faustian pact, blind to 
Rumpelstiltskin’s devious plan: to erase the 
day that Shrek was bom and thereby alter the 
future. 

Suddenly, Shrek finds himself in an alter¬ 
nate universe where Fiona is the leader of an 
underground movement of ogres, good friend 
Donkey (Eddie Murphy) no longer recognises

him and legendary assassin Puss In Boots 
(Antonio Banderas) has piled on the pounds to 
become a lazy house cat. 

Indeed, he no longer answers to his heroic 
monicker. “That is a name I have outgrown,” 
he purrs. 

“That’s not the only thing you’ve outgrown,” 
quips Shrek, staring at the feline’s bulging 
belly. 

In order to win back Fiona’s love, Shrek 
must join forces with Donkey and Puss to 
break the pact before the sands in 
Rumpelstiltskin’s oversized hourglass mn out. 

Shrek Forever After brings the long-running 
saga to a lively close, reminding each of the 
characters about the love and friendship 


which bind them together. 

Dohm’s pint-sized, snivelling villain is a 
colourful addition to the cast and he brings 
some much-needed vim to proceedings. 

Murphy is subdued - not that he has a 
great deal of screen time for his usual scene¬ 
stealing antics. 

The 3D version exploits the eye-popping for¬ 
mat during the chase sequences, but Mitchell’s 
film loses nothing in 2D and children won’t 
have the added distraction of the oversized 
plastic spectacles.

TOYOTA’S new petrol-electric Auris

other green car finalists and www.what- 
greencar.com editor Dr Ben Lane, said the 
judging panel not only liked the car’s supe¬ 
rior drive and state-of-the-art driver con¬ 
trol, but its ‘normal’ looks, in contrast to 
Toyota’s bigger and more futuristic Prius.

SUZUKI has cleaned-up its three and 
five-door Grand Vitara 4x4. 

It retains its genuine off-road ability 
with high and low gear ratios but, no 
doubt mindful of the threat from more 
cleanly styled crossovers like the Nissan 
Qashqai, the Japanese marque has 
toned down the Vitara’s ‘funky chunky’ 
lines, notably by removal of the tailgate 
mounted spare wheel, which gives way 
to a tyre repair sealant and pump. 

Suzuki is also retaining a zero per cent 
finance deal until the end of September. 



Renault is putting the 
Wind up crop top rivals 

LOOKING like a Lotus Elise, but very 
much cheaper, Renault has revitalised 
the junior convertible sector of the market 
with the newly-arrived Wind Roadster. 

It features an electrically-operated 
hardtop, which opens in just 12 seconds 
and does not affect boot space, unlike 
obvious rivals like the Peugeot 207CC 
and Vauxhall Tigra. The new coupe-road¬ 
ster is built on the same platform as the 
Clio II Renaultsport hot hatch and well 
suited to two lively petrol engines - a 
lOObhp 1.2 and 133bhp 1.6 VVT Wind.

HONDA’S latest CR-V stands 
apart from its bluff pseudo off- 
roader predecessors. 

It’s also far cleaner and more economical 
than 4x4 monsters that gave that sector a bad 
name. No wonder the Japanese marque 
launched this CR-V using the line ‘not all 4x4s 
are the same’. 

However, it is no longer the best-looking 
alternative and far from the cheapest, even 
though UK production at Swindon ought to 
make it less prone to the weakness of the 
pound, which is inflating new car prices here. 

On the other hand, it is a marvellous pack¬ 
age benefiting from a revamp bringing minimal 
cosmetic changes, but delivering an extra 
lObhp and improved emissions quality from 
Honda’s excellent 2.2-litre diesel - the so-called 
‘whispering diesel’ - and CR-V best-seller by far. 

It whispers even more now; only flooring 
the throttle will make the unit clatter, but it 
mostly delivers power freely and quietly. 

For many would-be buyers though it is a 
new smooth-changing five-speed auto diesel 
option - at last - that will be most welcome. 

Unfortunately, at £1,370, it is not cheap and

lacks the manual selection option expected on 
new generation auto ‘boxes. 

This is a shame because the CR-V chassis is 
well-tuned to press on driving; some may find 
the ride quality firm, but it gives this relative¬ 
ly big and high-riding car great tenacity and 
very little body roll on the bends. 

Interior fittings are upmarket and comfort 
levels excellent too, with good lateral support 
on the front seats, plus adjustable armrests 
and there is plenty of stowage, including a 
separate dashboard compartment with USB 
link for your iPod/iPhone or MP3 player. 

Rear passengers are well catered for, with 
lots of legroom and a completely flat floor. 

The 60/40 split/folding rear seats can also be 
adjusted fore and aft and raked back for 
greater comfort on long journeys and adjust¬ 
ment of child seats. 

However, ultimate boot space is hampered 
by the rear being pinched for height and width 
and roof lining encroachment at the sides. 

Our EX flagship test car also costs more 
than £29,000 with that pricey auto ‘box, but it 
did groan beneath the weight of add-ons, so 
just look beyond the CR-V pricing - not all 
4x4s are the same.

MAIDSTONE United are to launch 
a football academy in September to 
develop aspiring young footballers 
from the county town.

As a club we are delighted to offer young peo¬ 
ple in Maidstone and Mailing the opportunity 
to combine their further studies with sport.” 

Stones boss Peter Nott, who spent the 
majority of his coaching career in the club’s 
youth set-up, believes the launch of academy 
could be key to Maidstone’s future. 


He said: “I’m delighted by the news because 
it bridges the gap at the club between the 
youth teams and the reserves. All clubs seem 
to be setting up academies and I think it is 
certainly the way to go. I will be definitely 
keeping my eyes open on how the academy 
players perform. I hope they will form part of 
the club’s reserve side.” 

Academy trials will take place at Cobdown 
on Friday, July 9, Monday, July 12 and Friday, 
July 16. All sessions start at 6.30pm and end 
at 8.30pm. Applicants must be aged 16 or 17. 


Elsewhere at the club, Nott has confirmed 
he has enough in the budget to bring in two 
more players before the new Ryman Premier 
League season begins in August.

He posted a time just one tenth of a second 
slower than pole sitter Glen Richards. 

With the wind and rain causing havoc, Smart 
was among the riders who were unable to beat 
the conditions as he crashed out after ten laps. 
His retirement saw him slip to 13th place in the 
championship standings. 

Torrential rain and high winds also ended 
Tom Weeden’s day prematurely as his British 
125cc Championship race was cancelled. 

Following a multiple pile-up in the second of 
the British Superbike Championship races, 
event organisers deemed the conditions too dan¬ 
gerous and abandoned the rest of the meeting.
